ADMIRAL TING’S SHIPS. 

The following description of the cruisers 
comprising the Fei- Tang squadron, which 
took part in the reported battle, will givejan 
idea of the magnitude of the engagement 
and the loss of life which must have followed 
the siaking of four of them 


The Pei Yang squadron, commanded by 
Adami Tong, Was composed as follows: 
The ironcilads Ting Yuen and Chen Yuen, 
until reeentiy the most powerful vessels in 
the East, the Iritish fagship at the present 
time alone 1 them, duilt at stettin 
in 1882, of 7, % tons displacement and 6.000 
horse-power, equal to a speed of l4 Knots. 
With central armored belts, 14 inches, their 
armament 80.5 centimeters (12.1 In.), Krupp 
guns in twin mounting en barbette, with 
twelve inches of armor protection. The stee! 
projectiles for these guns weigh 725 nds 
and the charge of powder 202 pounds: their 
perforatin power at muszie is through 
wenty and one-halfinches of armor. Two 
fteen-centimeter (five-elghths-inch) Krupp 
guns are carried, one ia the bows and the 
other at the stern, with eleven- inen per- 
foration power. There are three * 4 
tubes and numerous machine guns on deck 
and in the tops.

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* THE SOENR OF THE NAVAL BATTLE AT THE MOUTH OF THE YALU RIVER. 


The Japanese are said to have lost three of 
the battleships engaged. The number of 
kilied and wounded is not known, but the 
loss of life must have been frightful, as al! 
the Chinese cruisers carry crews far in ex- 
cess of the ships of European nations. 

She news received here comes from 
Ohinese sources. The ships of Admiral 
Ting’s squadron were escorting transports 
loaded with Huanese troops to Corea. While 
thus engaged the Japanese fleet which has 
Deen hovering about the porte of the gulf 
bore down on the Chinese squadron and 
opened fre. The battle then Degan, and 
continued for nearly five bours. 

FOUR SHIPS WENT DOWN, 

The Shanghai advices do not give detalls of 
how the battle progressed or the maneuver- 
ing ofthe ships of the fleet. the Cbinese 
lost four ships. The Chen Yuen was sunk, 
Ching Yuen was burned ind the Chao Yung 
and the Yang Wei were stranded and partly 
burned. The Chin Yuen, the Chinese vessel 
which was engaged in thefight of July 27, 
escaped, and is supposed to be safe. 

The names of the Japanese ships engaged 
are not given, but the Shanghai dispatches 
say the Mikado’s feet lost three cruisers. 
The Japanese had the advantage of the 
weather berth and s0 maneuvered that 
both the Chinese warships and transports 
had tofight at great disadvantage. The Chen 
Yuen, after fighting her guns to 
the last, was sunk by torpedoes and a 
smaller Chinese vessel, which was unarmed, 
was blown up. The steel cruiser Chao Yung 
was so Gamaged that she had to be beachea 
to escape capture. The cruiser Yang Hei was 
aleo driven ashore and became a hopeless 
wreck. on. 

THREE TRANSPORTS BLOWN UP. 

The three Chinese transports which were 
convoyed by the warships have not returned, 
and itis supposed that they were all biown 
up, with a loss of all hands on board. 

All the London papers have received dis. 
patohes from Shanghai confirming the news 
of yesterday's battle, but in none of the tele- 
Frames are any further details given. The 
news received, being from Chinese sources, 
leaves no Goubt that the Japanese won a 
substantial victory.

The King-Yuen and Lai-Yuen are belted 
(9% inch) cruisers, Dullt im Stettin the same 
year as the Elswick boats (in 1886); 2,800 tons 
displacement and with a speed of ie Knots. 
They are armed with two zi-centimetre 
Krupp guns en barbette forward, two 15- 
centimetre ditto, one on either broadside, 
and four torpedo discharge tubes. Their 
commanders, Capt. Lin and Capt Kew, both 
have had some training in the British navy. 

The Chao Yung and Yang Wei are the Els- 
wick cruisers of which the French stood so 
much in awe Guring their operations off 
Formosa in 1884. They carry each two 25-ton 
thee guns and have a speed of about 
fourteen Knots. Capt. Wong commands the 
Chao Tung, and Capt. Lin the Yang Wei. 
These nine men-of-war represent a force of 
about 2,500 men. 

JAPAX’S SHIPS IN THB FIGHT. 

Among the Japanese warships which must 
have taken part in tbe ügut are the Yoshino 
and Takachino. The Yoshino’s commander, 
Capt. Kawara, is accounted one of the 
most skilifal officers of the Japanese navy. 

The Yoshino is 850 feet long and 46% feet 
beam, has 17 feet draught and a displace- 
mentor 4,150 tons. She has an indicated 
F ot 16.000, and her twia screws 
drove her along at a 25.05-knot, rate for a 
record om ber trials. She is of steel, pro- 
tected with four and one-half and one and 
three-quarter ineh plates.

The Takachihbo is not one of the latest built 
cruisers of the Imperial Navy, but she ts one 
of the best. Sheisof steel, protected with 
three- inch and two-inch armor plate, is 800 
feet long, 46 feet beam, 18% feet draught, has 
7,500 Indicated horse-power, twin screws 
and a reeord of 18.72 Knots. 

She carries two 10-inch 28-ton Armstrong 
guns, six 6-inch 6-ton Armstrong guns, two 
quick-fring rifies, ten Machine guns and 
four tor tubes.

Re- 
striction of the market resulted in over-pro- 
duction of domestic goods. Nor for this con- 
dition was the Democratic party in any re- 
spect responsible. Whatever disturbance 
comes through reforms must be charged 
against the wrongs which make reforms 
necessary, and na against the reforms 
thema ives. 

Ine promise of business revival has come 
partly because the element of uncertainty as 
to What the tarif rates would be has been 
removed. The new law isnot likely to be 
modified for some time by a general revis- 
ion. Bat chiefly this result has been pro- 
ducec because the new law is cheapening 
the expenses of living. It proclaims the 
doom of protection in the United States. 


LOCAL INTERESTS. 
**Loeal interests represented dy Congress- 
men who desire popularity with their con- 
stituents often interpose to prevent neces- 
sary Changes aud to prolong a system which 


bestows local favors. These considerations 
all appeal to the practical legisiator, 
and make necessary at the beginning 
of great reforms a slowness of movement 
exasperating to the enthusiastic reformers. 
For these reasons the new law may not have 
gone as far as many have wished, but it 
goes a long ways in the redemption of Demo- 
cratic pledges and reforming our tariff sys- 
tem. t reduces, on an average, the rates of 
the McKinley law 80 per cent.’’ But the chief 
merit, he said, was to be found in the free 
list. The people will besaved nearly $45,000, - 
000 per year. The addition of wool to the 
free list makes the law one of the most im- 
portant statutes enacted since the war. He 
predicted higher prices for domestic wool to 
the farmer and cheaper goods to the con- 
sumer. inthis way free wool is destined to 
De the great educator of the people on the 
tariff question.

Coming to the division in the party on the 
tariff? question Mr. Hurd said:

Free wool 
is worth more to tariff reform than all other 
provisions of the law pat together. 

**To their credit, be it sald, the Ohio Demo- 
cratic members in the House stood firm, 
every man voting for free wool. When by 
one word he could have defeated free wool, 
more credit ig due Senator Brice than to 
any other infuence,or to all other influences 
combined.“ Mr. Hurd counselled harmony 
and further effortto agree that the different 
schedules ¢will require further adjustment 
in the interest of free trade. 

The Chleago platform declares that pro- 
tection is aneonstitutional and robbery. If 
that declaration be true our mission canrot 
be ended while a protective statute remains. 

OPPOSED TO THE A. P. A. 

Mr. Hurd closed by saying that he was op- 
posed tothe American Protective Associa- 
tion because it was a secret politieal society. 
Such societies, organized on religious lines, 
are unconstitutional organizations, violative 
of the fundamental law both of the United 
States and of this State. The 4. PF. A. gave 
Gov. McKinley his majority of 82,000 and the 
large Repubilean majority in Maine.

pending woman suffrage amendment to the 

constitution of the State of Kansas will carry 

at the coming election. Toa large degree 

the question has been Kept out ot partisan 

politics and the omly organised opposition 

to It is being being made by the Democratic 

party, which, in this state, isan unknown 
quantity this year. 

The State Equal Suffrage Association has 
charge of the fortunes of the amendment, 
and for more than six monthg has been wag- 
ing a quiet, though vigorous and effective 
campaign. The organization § is in 
charge of women politicians, and 
they have shown ” tact and 
Skil in political warfare that would have 
done credit to the most experienced generals 
of the sterner sex. While it is true that they 
have experienced internal strife, it has not 
been of a serious character, and most of the 
differenees between the leaders has been ad- 
justed, so that now most of the women of 
all shades of political belief are working to- 
gether ia apparent harmony. 

The pending amendment was submitted’to 
the people by the Legisjature of 1595, origin- 
ating In a Republican House and being con- 
firmed by the Populist Senate. 
This action was taken in compliance 
with the demands made in the platforms of 
the Republican and Populist parties of 1892. 
After the question was once submitted the 
most prominent friends of suffrage were op- 
posed to any step that would have the effect 
of making it a party issue, but the more rad 
ical suffragists insisted upon attempting to 
force the Populist and Republican State 
Conventions to adopt suffrage plenks again 
this year, In this work they were reinforced 
by a numberof women prominent ipa suf- 
frage workin Eastern States, who came to 
Kansas toappear persomally before the con- 
ventions ard urge the adoption of planks 
favorable to the pending amendment. 
The frst ght was made in the 
Republican convention and was unsuccess- 
fal, although such women from abroad as 
Susan B. Anthony, Rev. Anna Shaw, Mrs. J. 
Ellen Foster and Carrie Lane Chapman-Catt 
were active participants. In the Pupulist 
convention which followed two weeks later 
they were more successful, for owing to 
their indefaticable efforts they succeeded in 
working a suffrage plank through, notwith- 

~~ ~~ etandte@ the fon of the State Central 
Committee and all of the candidates for 
Places on the ticket. When the Democratic 
convention met they attempted the jsame 
tactics, and they not only failed, bat were 
witnesses ofthe party’sactionin declaring 
against the amendment in the most un- 
equivocal terms. 

BROKEN PROMISES. 

These Women crusaders from the East 
made many glittering promises of financial 
aid to the cause of suffrage in Kansas, boast- 
fully Geclaring that the National Association 
would raise 60,000 to be used in the cam- 
paign. When they were called upon to ful- 
fill their pledges they defaulted to the extent 
of $28,000, their total contributions amoust- 
ing toonly atrifie more than $2,100. Then 
they expressed dissatisfaction with the 
manner in which the State suffrage Cam- 
paign Committee was conducting its work, 
and accused the President, Mrs. Laura M. 
Johns, a Republican, of having acted in bad 
faith in not having urged the adoption of a 
suffrage resolution by the Republican State 
convention. Fora time the Eastern friends 


of the rause bade fair to disrapt the 
organization, but in some manner the 
threatened trouble was averted and there 
now appears to be no fdisturbing influences 
at work with the single exception of rs. M. 
. Lease. Her opposition to the officers of 
the State Suffrace Association is vindictive 
and unrelenting, and while she professes to 
be a friend of the cause she neglects no op. 
portunity to cast Giscredit upon it. In her 
opening speech she spoke a word for suffrage 
and several against it. She said that tine 
Hevelopments of the presemt campaign 
Gemonstrated that if suffrage were given to 
women politics would not be purified, for it 
had been shown that women could go down 
as deep inthe politieal mire as men. With 
this statement as a text she proceeded to 
villify most of the prominent workers in the 
suffrage cause.

THE OCORN CROP. 

Corn has been aptly described as both 
meat and bread. It ie in a double sense 
the food of the people because it not only 
affords them a great variety of food stuffs 
for the table, but is the chief support and 
fattener of stock. It is so great a staple 
and the crop is so vital to the prosperity 
of this country that the public, and es- 
pecially the business men, will appreciate 
the reports of the corn crop gathered by 
800 special correspondents which are pub- 
lished in to-day’s Post-DisPaTor. 

These reports are reassuring. They show 
that the impression of damage by drought 
has been exaggerated and that two-thirds 
of an average crop, or about 1. 800, 000, 000 
bushels, will be harvested. There will 
probably be no corn to burn, but enough 
for all uses and at better prices for the 
farmers. The States which have suffered 
most are Kansas and Nebraska, where 
much of the corn was burned out by hot

THE KISDERGARTERS. 
In its eagerness to defend official mis- 


management the Republic intimates that 


the Post-DisPaton displayed ignorance 
when it suggested that means and room 
might be saved for the instruction of 
children of school age in the essentials of 
common school education by devoting the 
kindergartens to their use until the pres- 
entemergency is passed. It affirms that 
nothing could be gained in means or 
school room, because many of the teachers 
are kindergarten volunteers, and the 
school age 18 the same as in the grammar 
schools. 

The Post-DisPatcuH is not opposing the 
kindergartens in their proper place, but 
contends that they are out of place when 
the money and accommodations used in 
supporting them are needed to afford fair 
opportunity for instruction in the three 
Re to all children of school age. 

Let us see whatthe maintenance of the 
kindergartens costs the School Board. 
The statistics for this year are not yet 
available, but last year over 7,000 children 
were enrolied in them, and the average 
attendance was about 5,000. Kindergar- 
tens were attached to fifty-five schools, 
each requiring the use of several rooms 
during the whole day. The force 


‘| of paid kindergarten teachers numbered 


190, the salaries ranging from §1,875, 
which the Supervisor received, to §300. 
The total salary list amounted to §76,875. 

There were sixty-five unpaid assistants 
whose volunteer services were in the na- 
ture of anormal course and who enjoyed 
the instruction of a normal instructor, 
who was paid §2.25a day. 

The school age is the same in the kin- 


ergartens as in the regular sohools, but 


* is notorioys that eee 
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ot their infants during s part of the day. 
The rooms and the means devoted to these 
nursery schools, which can be attended 
after school age by few of the poorer 
children, would twice over supply the 
deficiencies in the grammar schools. 

The Post-DisPaTou insists that to main- 
tain play schools at a cost of thousands of 
dollars, many school-roomsand a great 
force of teachers when poor children are 
deprived of the necessaries of education is 
wrongful and bad management. 


From all sections of the country come 
reports and evidences of continued im- 
provement in business. The huge surplus 
reserves in the banks are diminishing as 
rapidly asthey did daring the business 
revival of 1885, showing that money long 
held idle in bank vaults is again flowing 
freely into the channels of trade. The out- 
put of the fron furnaces increased from

IN A HURRICANE. 


Fearftal Experience of a British Vessel 
im South Pacific Waters. 


Sax Dreco, Cala., Sept. 19.—The British 
sbip Port Crawford, which arrived from 
Newcastle, Australia, encountered a terrific 
hurricane on Sept. 8, in lat. 0 N., long. 117 
W. Theship was East-bound, with all sails 
set in fair weather, when a squall of tre- 
mendous violence struck the vessel from the 
westward, carrying away nearly all the 
alls, throwing two men on the deck and 
badly bruising them, and flooding the cabin 
and forecastie, shattering his lifeboat and 
blowing away all the covers. Everything 
movable on deck was lost or smashed. 

Capt. Edwards said the seas rolled over bis 
vessel as if she were a rock in mid-ocean. 

-After the squall had subsided the sea, 
which arose almost as quickly as the wind, 
became terrible. The wind shifted tothe 
South and blew a gale of sixty miles an hour 
for the following two days, carrying the ship 
along under almost the Dare poles for 400 
miles. 

All the sails left on the ship were the tower 
main and mizzen-top sails, a piece ofthe 
foretop salland half of the fore sall. Capt. 
Edwards decided to rum before the gale or 
lying to, and the speed of the ship was ap- 
prec abiy lessened by the fact that she was 
scudding under bare poles.

The Gohool Board Makes Provision for 
Riddick Schoo! Pupils. 


On Monday last 150 of the pupils at Riddick 
School, on the corner of Evans avenue and 
Whittier street, were transferred to three 
rooms rented in the Nordwest Turn Verein 
Hall, on the corner of Vandeventer and 
Easton avenges. Mrs. Maggie E. Buehler 
and two assistants are in charge of the new 
Dranch. Riddick School has a é district 


bounded by Easton avenue, Vandeventer 
avenue, West Belle place and Taylor avenue. 
Ihe building has nine rooms, three of which 
are on the third floor and were added in the 
fall of 1893. 

The increase in attendance this year was 
dy no means unexpected. The attendance 
at Riddick School has grown steadily for 
seVeral years, as population moved west- 
ward. At the end of the first Friday in the 
session of 1893-1894 there were 585 pupils re- 
ceiving instruction at the Riddick School, 

By the end of the year the population had 
shifted so that the number was increased to 
574. The enrollment on the first Friday this 
yoar there was 695, and on last Friday 615.

This proved wholly un- 
satisfactory and arrangements were fnaliy 
made for three rooms at Turner Hall. The 
children transferred belong to the frst and 
second grades. 

The new rooms at the Turner hall are well 
arranged for school use. One is about 18 by 
25 or 80 feet in size, the others considerably 
more than twice as large. Desks and Diack- 
boards were being put in yesterday. How. 
ever, it is not pretended that the School 
Beard has found permanent quarters. Con- 
fusion incident to crowding, doubie daily 
sessions and moving have undoubtedly seri- 
ously interfered with the first two weeks of 
the school year at Kiddick School, and still 
no provision is made for the future.
